Itis best always 
for a beginer to experiment with 
single plantatatime. When the learner 
has succeeded with acertain variety, and 
neted the time required, others can be 
tried. It should be mentioned that flow- 
ers for this purpose should be picked 
when dry—say at midday, after the dew 
is off. Those most suitable for pres 
ervation in this way are tlowers of del- 
icate and fragile texture, as they are) 
more readily permeated by the heat than 
those with thick, heavy peials, The 
most minute blossons may be preserved 
perfect, and are used with good effect in 
forming the wreaths.
